‘The new situation created the necessity not on- 
ly of making Canada’s 1917 Victory Loan an unqualiffed success but also 
of financing the provincial governments, municipal. and corporation re- 
quirements in addition to taking up maturing obligations in the United 
States. . Those obligations in ordinary times would have been renewed 
in that country. . 

When the United States entered the war, in April 1917, we wer 
therefore faced with two important factors, namely, that Grect Britian 
could not pay cash for her purchases in this country.and that the United 
Statex@uld no longer help to finance Canada. That was the delicat: 
and dangerous situation. The success of the 1917 Victory, Loan met 
that situation completely. . 

It ought to be clearly understood that in approaching our next Vic 
tory: Loan this fall, we are faced with an equally serious situation. Only

Forced Labor Is Applied More Ruth- 
lessly Than Ever 


From a letter of protest addressed 
lately by the Belgian deputies and 
senators to the German governor- 

eneral in Belgium it appears that 
oreed labor is applied more ruth- 
lessly than ever to the eivil popula- 


tion. 

“Thousands of men in the pro- 
vinces of Flanders, Hainaut, and tan 
emburg have been torn from thelr 
homes and deported .to Northern 
France, to a zone exposed to bom- 
bardments and air raids.” Many have 
had no leave for 15 or 16 months. 
The regime.is so bad that the ma- 
jority have died from exhaustion and 
privation or been sent to hospital in- 
valided for life. 

Two hundred and sixty-five young 
boys from Mons (whose names, ages 
and schools are quoted in a list an- 
nexed to the letter) are et present 
unloading trucks in France, 10 miles 
behind the front. These, all under 
16, some scarcely 11 or 12 years of 
age, are obliged to do the work of 
strong laborers. 

At one time 260 men over fifty 
years of age were taken in the same 
district. hey remained locked up 
in cattle trucks without food for 
twenty-four hours in bitter cold.

Keeping Bienmal 
Vegetables for Seed 


Must: Be Stored First Winter and 
Replanted in Spring 


By the term “bi-ennial” ‘vegetables 
is meant one which takes two sea- 
sons to produce seed, writes the Do- 
minitn horticulturist in a leaflet giv- 
ing advice on the “Selection and 
Wintering of Biennial Vegétables for 
Seed,” which can be had free from 
the Publications Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa. The . vege- 
tables must be stored over the first 
winter and replanted for’ seed pro- 
duction the following spring. Some 
well-known vegetables of this class 
are beets, cabbage, carrots, celery 
parsnips, salsify and. turnips. Seed 
from these can easily .be grown: in 
Canada if the vegetables to be so 
used are kept in good condition ov- 
er the winter. Unless a rigid selec- 
tion is made, each year, of specimens 
which are true to type,,it will not be 
long before a larger proportion of 
the crop will be not true to type; 
hence great care should be taken to 
select well-shaped, medium-sized 
roots, typical of the variety, of beets, 
carrots, parsnips, salsify and turnips, 
firm-headed cabbage true to ‘type, 
firm stalked. and disease-resistant 
plants of celery, and firm, shapely 
onion bulbs. If this is done and var- 
ieties are kept far enough from oth- 
ers s o that they will not cross the 
crop, Canadian grown seed _ should 
compare favorably with imported 
seed in regard to purity, as it docs 
in other characteristics, 

The methods of wintering vege- 
tables for secd will vary in different 
parts of Canada, but in most places 
it will be necessary to give them sdine 
protection. When possible, it is best 
to store them in a frost-proof cel- 
ar. But, if necessary, the vege- 
tables may be stored outside, both in 
small and in large quantities, except 
in the case of onions, which must be 
kept dry, and stored in a cool place 
where there is little or no frost.
